The bill referred to aims to regulate the relations between corporations and 
their employees with a view to preventing strikes. It would compel 
corporations to pay ‘‘just and reasonable” wages, and it would compel 
employees to accept such wages. This would be an exceilent bill if our 
form of government were what is known as State Socialism. As it is not, 
and as, under our present system, a man has the right to dispose of his 
labor in the best or the poorest market, as he will, and full liberty to leave 
any employer when he chooses, the bill is blundering and altogether 
foolish. It ought to be plain, to use a late instance, that no law that man 
could frame would have been effectual to make the Brooklyn strikers return 
to their work. They alone had the right to decide what wages they would 
accept, and they had an undoubted right to quit work as a means of 
enforcing their demands. What is really needed is a more stringent law 
to protect the property of corporations and the men who would take the 
places of strikers. If our lawmakers can not compel the laboring man to 
keep the peace, to refrain from killing and burning, how can they expect to 
prevent him from doing things that he has a perfect right to do.
